Suddenly the speeding car 
rushed out of the dusk, crushed 
the wheel chair and fatally In¬ 
jured Mrs. Hubbord, and sped on 
without stopping; The elderly 
victim was taken to Fullerton 
General hospital, where, she suc¬ 
cumbed to her Injuries at 11:10 
p. m. 

After tracing the car more than 
a mile to Orangethorpe avenue by 
finding fragments of the shattered 
wheel chair, police last night gave 
up the chase temporarily.

WASHINGTON. (A>) — Federal 
health insurance may become one 
of President Roosevelt’s proposals 
for broadening the Sociay Security 
program. 

The President, who will speak 
tonight on the third anniversary 
of the Social Security act, already 
has recommended studies looking 
toward enlarging the program in 
other respects. 

A hint that he might mention 
a health protection system ap¬ 
peared in a statement by Chair¬ 
man Altmeyer of the Social Se¬ 
curity board. 

“The question of health protec¬ 
tion,” Altmeyer said, “is beginning 
to appear on the horizon. We may 
one day set up safeguards against 
the hazard of illness, paralleling 
our present lines of defense 
against the hazards of want dur¬ 
ing unemployment and of a desti¬ 
tute old age.” 

The President’s brief speech will 
be broadcast to the nation over 
all major networks at 6:30 p. m.. 
Pacific Standard Time. It will be 
delivered from the White House. 

Few expected It to contain many 
political references, inasmuch as 
aides of the President said It 
would be very general and would 
not mention names of individuals 
or states. 

Until that announcement, there 
had been speculation that Mr. 
Roosevelt might utilize the occa¬ 
sion to praise Rep. David J. Lewis 
of Maryland, who is trying to un¬ 
seat Senator Millard Tydings. 

Lewis, who calls himself a “100 
per cent New Dealer,” is one of 
the authors of the Social Security 
act. Tydings, on the other hand, 
has opposed sevenU administration 
i measures.

Praha reports said the two gov¬ 
ernments had been told the man¬ 
euvers were without aggressive 
aims which to some extent allayed 
Czechoslovak fears. 

The official German News

JAPANESE BLAME 
RUSSIAN TROOPS 

TOKYO. tJP )—iloinel (Japanese 
new.s agency) said today Soviet 
Rus.sian troops had violated the 
Changkufeng truce by construct¬ 
ing dugouts within the no-man’s- 
land agreed upon when the border 
fighting was ended Aug. 11. 

The news agency said the Japa¬ 
nese had protested to General Shu- 
tern, chief of staff of the far 
eastern Red army, and he had 
promi.serl to enforce observance of 
the truce, but that Soviet troops 
continued to build dugouts in the 
180-yard wide neutral zone separ¬ 
ating the Japanese and Russians 
along the four-mile front. 

All Japane.se troops had with¬ 
drawn the agreerl 90 yards from 
the crest of Changkufeng hill, 
Domci said.

WASHINGTON. (AP) — Charles 
Edison, assistant secretary of the 
navy, said today the navy might 
ask the next congress to authorize 
a “modest increase of 2000 to 3000 
men its enlisted strength. 

More men will be needed, he 
said, to man the new vessels being 
constructed under the naval ex¬ 
pansion program. 

The assistant secretary dis¬ 
cussed naval affairs with Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt today. He said he 
told the Chief Executive '.hat the 
building program was progressing 
satisfactorily. 

Work is going forward smooth¬ 
ly, he said on two battleships now 
under construction. He said he 
hoped private yards would submit 
bids October 5 for two or more 
battleships. 

If the private yards do not offer 
satisfactory bids, Edison said it 
would be necessary for the navy to 
rearrange its construction plans 
and build the vessels in its own 
yards. 


RIO DE JANEIRO. (A>)—The 
Syndicator Condor flying lx)at 
“Anhangah” fell from low altitude 
into Rio De Janeiro bay today and 
sank, killing all nine persons 
aboard. 

Five were passengers and four 
were members of the crew. None 
was a North American. 

The plane had taken off earlier 
but had returned when fog was 
found too dense for safety. It was 
reported some of the passengers 
objected to the second take-off, 
fearing disaster after the first 
false start. 

The plane was flying in a sharp 
circle when she slipped into the 
harbor, burst into flame and sank. 

The bodies of all the passengers 
were recovered but all four crew¬ 
men were imprisoned in the cabin. 
Officials said they feared it would 
be impossible to raise the flying 
boat. 

TWO ARMY CADETS 
CRASH, DIE 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas. (JP)—' 
Two army cadets from Kelly field 
hurtled to death today after 
planes they were flying collided in 
the air near Dilley, Texas. 

Army officials said that as the 
two were returning in three-plane 
formation from a training flight 
the machines collided and the 
plane of Edward Delancey Will¬ 
ard, 22, of Modesto, Calif., crashed 
to the ground, bursting Into 
flames with his body inside. He 
was burned almost beyond recog¬ 
nition. 

The other cadet, Robert Kemp- 
ser Withehouse, 21, of Evanston, 
Ill., climbed his plane, with part 
of the tail tom away, to a height 
of 3000 feet, then jumped from 
the craft. 

The rip-cord of his parachute 
had not been pulled and Investi¬ 
gators theorized Withehouse was 
knocked unconscious as he leaped. 


BERLIN. l/P> -The record round- 
trip flight to New York by the 
German Airliner Brandenburg 
may be followed soon by a 'round- 
the-world flight. 

An air ministry spokesman ad¬ 
mitted that another long di.stancc 
flight was planned, but said “no 
information about it will be di¬ 
vulged in advance," 

Air Gen. Erhard Milch, welcom¬ 
ing the fliers upon their arrival 
Sunday, said that “’I have rea.son 
to believe Field Marshal Goering 
(air secretary) will place a fine 
machine at your disposal for fur¬ 
ther flights whenever you wish 
and wherever you wish.” 

Milch said it originally was 
planned to make the New York 
flight a ’round-the-world attempt, 
but the idea was abandoned when 
the plans of Howard Hughes, 
American globe circler, became 
known. 

The big plane landed at Tempel- 
hof airdrome at 9:57 a. m. (3:57 
a. m., E. S. T.) yesterday after 
flying from Floyd Bennett field in 
19 hours and 55 mtnutes. 

Its time was five hours and 50 
minutes better than the only pre¬ 
vious non-stop east-west crossing 
from New York to Berlin, made by 
the late Wiley Post in 1933.

French Steamer

GIBRALTAR. IJP> — A German 
ship today landed 14 crew mem¬ 
bers from the French steamer 
Artois, which sank in the western 
Mediterranean last night appar¬ 
ently after striking a mine. 

Officers of the French vessel re¬ 
fused to make any statement, and 
went into conference with British 
authorities immediately upon land¬ 
ing from the eGrman steamer 
Theresia L. M. Russ. 

Members of the crew said they 
believed the 439-ton Artois struck 
a mine, although they admitted 
the possibilitly she might have 
been struck by a torpedo. The 
Artois was cn route with a gen¬ 
eral cargo from Arseille to Casa¬ 
blanca, French Morocco, when an 
explosion rocked her near mid¬ 
night, and she began to sink. 

Capt. Jean Bonifacio ordered the 
boats lowered immediately. The 
Artois sank an hour later. The 
ship had no radio.

The agriculture department 
hinted as much today in an an¬ 
nouncement that its scientists 
have developed a process of mak¬ 
ing synthetic wool from casein, a 
by-product of skim milk. 

The new fiber, the department 
said, has a chemical composition 
similar to wool. It was described 
as faintly yellow, closely resem¬ 


bling the best grade of thorough¬ 
ly washed and carded Merino wool. 

The process was developed by 
Stephen P. Gould and Earl O. 
Whittier of the bureau of plant 
industry. 

Although commercial produc¬ 
tion costs have not been definite¬ 
ly determined, the scientists said 
they believed the fiber could be 
priced on a par with rayon, a syn¬ 
thetic silk made from vegetable 
fibers. Rayon is selling for about 
50 cents a pound. Wool is from 
25 to 30 cents a pound higher.

CHANGKUFENG HILL, On Si- 
berian-Manchoukuo Border. Cff) — 
With an honor guard of Soviet 
TOldiers on the East and Japanese 
on the West standing at attention 
m a small knot, Japanese and 
Soviet officers stood Friday after¬ 
noon on the crest of this war- 
scarred hummock beside the 
Tumen river negotiating the mili¬ 
tary details of the settlement of 
the Changkufeng incident. 

A booming Japanese gun at 
noon marked the opening of the 
negotiations arranged diplomati¬ 
cally in Moscow Wednesday, and a 
rifle volley at 6:15 p. m. an¬ 
nounced their end. 

The highest commander of the 
Japanese army in Northern Korea, 
a lieutenant general, personally 
escorted this correspondent to the 
top of Chiangchufeng, Changku- 
feng’s sister hill nearby, to view 
the formalities. 

The officer said he was con¬ 
fident the Changkufeng incident 
was definitely ended. He said 
garrison and border details being 
worked out would place the Japa¬ 
nese on the east slope of Chang¬ 
kufeng, with the Soviet holding 
the west shore of Long Lake, as 
at present. 

He said the Japanese would be 
quite satisfied with this arrange¬ 
ment. 

The Japanese officer estimated 
the Russian casualties in the past 
month’s fighting at 3000, which 
he said was 3 Vi times greater than 
the Japanese, although he said no 
official count had yet been made 
on either side. 

By the time I reached Changku¬ 
feng the Japanese had cleared all 
bodies from the field, but carpen¬ 
ters were seen making wooden re¬ 
ceptacles for the ashes of the 
Japanese dead. Funeral pyres still 
were smouldering. 

If both sides were not very glad 
to cease firing, the Impression was 
gained of a universal atmosphere 
of relaxation and relief from the 
constant spectre of death and the 
dangers of war. 

From our vantage point the 
lieutenant general pointed out long 
lines of Soviet trucks coming up 
in clouds of dust. These clouds 
apparently were made deliberately 
in an effort to conceal the trucks’

MANILA, P. I., As a re¬ 
sult of the recent eruption of 
Mayon volcano, a “volcano watch” 
by the government is advocated 
by Dr. Jose M. Feliciano.

World Is Curious 
\bout a Hay Drier 

BATON ROUGE, La. (m-Lou¬ 
isiana, State university experts 
who developed a mechanical hay 
drier are getting requests for blue¬ 
prints of it from all over the world. 

The main part of the drier is a 
drum six feet in diameter by 40 
feet long which rotates at the rate 
of 12 revolutions a minute. Low 
cost fuel oil produces heat which 
is sucked through the cylinder car¬ 
rying the hay with it. 

The apparatus will dry approxi¬ 
mately a ton and a quarter of hay 
an hour. 

Do cut-worms wreak havoc in 
your garden? Try this: moisten a 
quart of bran with a cup of cold 
water. Add a teaspoon each of 
molasses and Paris green. Sprin¬ 
kle some of the mitxure around 
the plants just before dark.

TRACK MEET 

BERLIN. (iP)—America’s track 
and field forces divided for fur¬ 
ther barnstorming tours today aft¬ 
er having conquered Germany, 122 
points to 92, in the first interna¬ 
tional dual meet ever held. 

The American team, which had 
amazed German fans by its youth 
as compared to Germany’s vet¬ 
erans of the 1936 Olympic Games, 
won every running event except 
the 800 meters and placed its en¬ 
tries one-two in six of them. It 
displayed surprising strength in 
the distance runs. 

A heavy rain, starting 40 min¬ 
utes after the opening of the sec¬ 
ond day’s events yesterday, ham¬ 
pered the Germans considerably, 
but over the two-day span they 
won five out of eight field events, 
losing only the shot-put among 
the weight-tossing tests. 

The rain failed to keep the fans 
away from the Olympic stadium, 
however, and 80,000 sat through 
yesterday’s 10 events. The visitors 
captured eight of the tests and 
took five seconds to earn their 
good margin of victory. 

Of Germany’s 1936 Olympic 
point scorers, only Gerhard Stoeck 
could win, taking the javelin 
throw at 228 feet 7% inches. Hans 
Woelike finished second in the 
shot-put to Francis Ryan of New 
York, who achieved 51 feet 10.- 
27:32 inches. Lutz Long was third 
in the broad jump, won by Fritz 
Leichum. 

America’s long- distance tri¬ 
umphs came as .surprises, although 
they had been conceded their vic¬ 
tories in the sprints and the re¬ 
lays. Greg Rice, the husky Notre 
Dame runner, staged a great fin¬ 
ishing sprint to win the 5000 me¬ 
ters run from two German rivals 
in 14:56 while Forest Efaw of 
Oklahoma A. and M. and George 
De George of New York took first 
and second in the 3000 meters 
steeplechase.

The goggles you wear while 
goggle-fishing enable you to see 
clearly at great distances. They 
are the same sort of glass masks 
used by Japanese fishermen. You 
rub the mask with tobacco to pre¬ 
vent your breath from blurring 
the glass. 

You are armed with a sling¬ 
shot that shoots a spear at the 
fish you propose to catch. A hol¬ 
low piece of bamboo with a strong 
rubber band propels the steel 
harpoon. 

All you need is the glass mask, 
the sling-shot, and a pair of swim- j 
ming trunks. The photographs' 
will help you decide whether or 
not you want to try goggle¬ 
fishing.

Flood Control 


What to do with flood waters which periodically 
sweep through Orange county, creating havoc with busi¬ 
ness and inflicting immense property damage, is rapi^oly 
reaching a solution, through the $7,000,000 flood control 
project launched at least semi-officially last Saturday ^ 
Prado, where the major unit of the enterprise is to be 

'^°”*Water^ conservatists of three counties have fought 

over the issue for years. For half a centu^ "Ton 
has been an issue. That actual work has been started on 
a program calculated by engineers to solve the problem, 
and is welcomed by immediate and remote interests. 

One of the Santa Fe officials, expressing his Pleasure 
over the project, at the same time regretted that it had 
not been completed before the floods washed out the Santa 
Ana canyon line, which goes to show that not only agri¬ 
culture but indiisti’y is involved. „ . 

State Highway Commissioner P. A. Stanton envis¬ 
ioned the day when Orange county citrus would give way 
to population, and under those circumstances stressed 
the need of protection. His prophecy was a restatement 
of one made many years ago by Engineer Lippmcott of 
Los Angeles io a Santa Ana audience when he said the 
time would come when the country south from the 
metropolis v/ould be a continuous city to the sea,. 

The need for protection and conservation was empha¬ 
sized when the March floods came rolling down from the 
upper river and its tributaries. Water does not wait; 
men do. It is gratifying that an issue so long contro¬ 
versial has crystallized into something concrete. 

The War Scare 

War hysteria is again sweeping Europe. No Moner 
is the tension relieved in one part of that country than it 
breaks out in another. Russia and Japan decide a war 
won’t do either country any good, and sign up for at 
least a temporary easement. About that time Hitler calls 
to arms a million men, and then France and Great Britain 
get together on a warlike program. 

The situation tightens up in Czechoslovakia, and then 
Italy makes a few passes at shadow boxing, either to 
attract or distract attention. There is so much maneuv¬ 
ering, both military and diplomatic, that one cannot tell 
where Europe is going, or whether it is on the way. 

But there is always the fear and the danger that this 
constant bickering and display of military strength will 
some day overflow, and spread desolation and death over 
all of Europe. Someone will knock the proverbial chip 
off of some nation’s shoulder, and then— 

The results are too terrible to contemplate. 

Safety for Heroes 

AVhether it’s the wolves of Wall Street or the bears 
and bulls. New York City is not the safest place in the 
world for returning heroes. Uncle Sam’s now justly cele¬ 
brated nephew, Douglas Corrigan, found out that the 
affectionate embrace of the mighty city is like the 
embrace of a mighty Kodiak bear. 

Corrigan received a chest injury in bucking the press 
of humanity that sought only to do him honor. And a 
motorcycle policeman in Howard Hughes’ escort recently 
was knocked off his machine by a metal core from a roll of 
ticker tape, which came hurtling down from the high can¬ 
yon walls of the city of canyons. 

After the Hughes incident there was a temptation to 
suggest steel war helmets for all returning heroes who are 
called upon to parade in open automobiles through show¬ 
ers of paper and junk in Bagdad on the Hudson. 

But in view of Corrigan’s accident, the only ijrotection 
that will fill the bill, so it seems, is to place the object of 
New York’s affections in a cirens cage, barred with steel 
and roofed with steel, and let him wave his hands to the 
madding throng, but remain, so far as the throng is con¬ 
cerned, untouched and untouchable. 


Labor and Dignity 


MEW YORK—Preliminary stud- 
^ ies in the art of sculpture have 
encouraged your correspondent in 
his belief that it will be no trick 
at all to make a better statue than 
the Bufano smokestack with which 
it is proposed to deface the nat¬ 
ural beauty of Christmas Tree 
point in San Francisco. 

It turns out that professional 
sculptors have some rather clever 
methods of avoiding difficult prob¬ 
lems, and it would seem from the 
sketch of Bufano’s statue of St. 
Francis of Assisi that he is highly 
professional in one sense at least. 
His figure is barrel-shaped up 
•.o a point just north of the hips and 
rises from there with the arms up¬ 
raised in a plain, tubular Y, sim¬ 
ilar to the brass Siamese hose- 
couplings which are placed on the 
fronts of modern office buildings 
tor the convenience of the fire de¬ 
partments. 

Now, feet, legs and the folds of 
garments present artistic difficul¬ 
ties, and Eufano has avoided all of 
them with his tubular effect. 

Having been an apprentice comic 
artist many years ago, your cor¬ 
respondent detects in this some¬ 
thing other than a mere striving for 
simplicity. Comic artists who can¬ 
not draw very well have a practice 
of drawing their people standing 
behind a fence, which is not very 
hard to draw. If he had a pencil 
and paper your correspondent 
could show you just what he 
means. There is a horizontal line, 
slightly jagged at intervals, like 
that of a seismographic recording, 
and a few nailheads and knotholes 
are suggested by little O’s. The 
faces of the figures are then drawn 
above this line, with or without 
hats, depending on the artist’s fa¬ 
cility with hats, and a few little 
sprigs of grass at the base indicate 
the bottom of the fence. This spares

Recovering somewhat from the effects of strife 
between two opposed branches of organized labor, the 
United States looks with interest toward the findings and 
counsel to be made available in the next few months by 
official and private observers who have been studying 
labor relations in England, Sweden and other European 
nations which have achieved responsibility and order 
instead of guerilla warfare. 

Registration for labor unions, as in England, is com¬ 
mended by Arthur Henderson, labor member of parlia¬ 
ment and author of an authoritative volume, “Trade 
Unions and the Law.’’ Registration grants definite legal 
status, and has, according to Mr. Henderson, encouraged 
stability, thrift and orderly processes among the unions. 

“So long as a union follows its own rules,” he points 
out, there is no outside interference either by government 
or by the courts of law. A union is then master in its own 
house. 

“. .. Until the Act of 1871 accorded trade unions legal 
status and the opportunity of registration, most unions 
stood outside the law as being combinations in restraint 
of trade.” 

England’s labor laws do not subtract any vital right 
from the labor unions, but add an official and legal status, 
with also an additional responsibility that is neither bur¬ 
densome nor hampering, but dignifies the labor movement 
and its member unions.
